President Coolidge regards the ques- 
tion of foreign loans floated in the 
United States as an incident to the con- 
duct of.the foréign relations of this 
Government and therefore proposes to 
assert his executive prerogative and not 
permit ‘it to be usurped by the legisla- 
tive branch.

“I must be shown,” United States 
Marshal Edgar C. Snyder declared yes- 
terday, commenting on the charge 
made by Dr. E. M. Ellison, secretary of 
the Citizens Service Association for 
Law and Order, that one of the mar- 
shal’s deputies is bootlegging.

Northern Leaders.. . 


FOOCHOW RECAPTURED 
BY THE NATIONALISTS 


Fighting Occurs in the City, 
While Tang Seeks to 
Remain in Power. 


Peking, Chican, Oct. 14 (A.P.).—The 


» “wqgmain Shansi armies which have been 


driving on Peking have been crushed, 
but scattered bands are still in the 


field—some within 20 miles of Peking 
—with northern forces close at their 
heels, a spokesman for the Northern 
Alliance stated today. 

This spokesman declared that the 
northerners deliberately drew the main 
Shansi army of 80,000 men almost to 
Paotingfu, 85 miles southwest of 
Peking, and then sent the northern 
army by way of Anchow toward Ting- 
chow to cut off their retreat. Most of 
the Shansi force was forced to abandon 
the Peking-Hankow Railway and flee 
southwestward toward ‘heir native 
province of Shansi. 

The latest message from Chang 
Hsueh-Liang, son of Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin, stated that his troops are about 
to enter Chengtingfu, 70 miles south of 
Paotingfu, but contrary to previous re- 
ports the Shansi forces still hold the 
important railway junction of Chen- 
tow near Chengtingfu. The northern 
spokesman said that the fall of this 
latter place was expected hourly. 


Snow on Northern Front. 


Operations on the northern front 
have been delayed unexpectedly by an 
early heavy snowfall, but fighting has 
been going on at Tsaikowpu, the north- 
erners advancing westward, causing the 
Shansi army to evacuate the important 
trading city of Kalgan. 

The Shansi leaders evidently had 
made elaborate plans to capture Pe- 
. king. the spokesman said. Apart from 
the two main armies, two divisions 
were detailed to advance along the 
mountain roads and cut communica- 
tions. This plan failed largely be- 
cause of the rapidity of the northern 
victory against the main Shansi armies.

Numerous casualties, both military 


/and civilian, were reported. The city 
quieted and the shops began to reopen 


after a day-long battle, but the situa- 
tion was still tense. 

Prior to the arrival of the Nationalist 
forces, Tang Hsu Ching had been paid 
half a million Mexican dollars by the 
populace. Students rose against him 
and there were severe clashes in the 
streets. The populace accused the 
provincial chieftain of wholesale graft. 

As the Nationalists marched on the 
city, Tang Hsu Ching closed the city 
gates, manned the walls and prepared 
to hold out. Yesterday the National- 
ists succeeded in breaking into the 
city and carried on ‘sharp combats in 
the streets. 


KLAN RECORDS SEIZED 
FOR FLOGGING INQUIRY 


Paraphernalia and Papers at 
Luverne, Ala., Taken After 
Officials Defy Inquest. 


GRAND DRAGON TESTIFIES 


Luverne, Ala., Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Records 
and paraphernalia of the Luverne Kla- 
vern of the Ku Klux Klan were seized 
today in behalf of the special grand 
jury inquiring into wholesale floggings. 
and James Esdale, of Birmingham, 
grand dragon of the klan in Alabama, 
was questioned as to its activities. 

Seizure of the local klan’s records at 
the home and Office of Ira B. Thompson, 
reputed local klan head, was understood 
to have been ordered because local klan 
officers refused to testify regarding its 
membership. Cecil Davis, of Birming- 
ham, said to be former grand titan of 
the Southern province of the klan, be- 
gan serving a five-day sentence today 
for refusing to answer questions before 
the grand jury. 

Esdale, summoned several days ago, 
was out of the State, but came to 
Luverne today. and was closeted with 
the grand jury for 1 hour and 20 min- 
utes. He declined to tell what was said. 
Attorney General McCall, who has taken 
personal charge of the inquiry, and local 
Officials refused to comment on the 
nature of the klan records. They were 
taken to the hotel room that the at- 
torney general is occupying here. 

Mr. McCall had indicated previously 
that the grand jury would make its re- 
port possibly today, but late today he 
said no report could be made until to- 
morrow night at the earliest. He had 
Stated at the start of the inquiry Mon- 
day that he expected to obtain more 
than 100 indictments and at least 100 
convictions. Floggings went on in the 
county for several months. Scores of 
persons were reported to have been 
taken from their homes by masked men 
and lashed. 


Col. H. L. Remmel, 
G. O. P. Leader, Dies 


Hot Springs, Ark., Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
Col. H. L. Remmel, for 28 years chair- 
man of the State Republican committee 
and 13 years a member of the national 
committee, died at a local hospital to- 
day following a serious and lengthy ill- 
ness. 

At the time of his death he was in- 
ternal revenue collector for the State, 
a position which he had held under 
five national administrations. He also 
served ten years as United States mar- 
shal. 

He was stricken with paralysis last 
summer and lately contracted pneu- 
monia. 

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
George L. Mallory, of Little Rock, was 
elected acting Republican national 
committeeman from Arkansas, succeed- 
ing Col. H. L. Remmel by the State Re- 
publican committee today.

GOAL OF FIVE-DAY WEEK 


Labor’s Creed on War Denies 
Unionists Are Pacifists; 
Opposed to War. 


Los Angeles, Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Or- 
ganized labor closed its annual con- 
gress here today with a determination 
to participate actively, but. not as a 
party, in the national political cam- 
paign of 1928. 

The final admonition of William 
Green, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, in bringing the forty- 
seventh annual convention to an end, 
was that each member do-his share in 
the big political gestures next year. 

The federation, whose gathering this 
year was declared by Green to be a 
course in economies second to none 
that could be extended by any .univer- 
sity, will hold next year’s convention at 
New Orleans, beginning November 21. 


Final Session Is Brief One. 


Today’s short. session of the federa- 
tion was marked by declarations that 
trade unionists are not pacifists. It was 
said that they were opposed to war, but 
ready to fight for freedom. 

The convention, only about half of 
whose membership of nearly 400 was 
present at the final session, voted 
unanimously in favoring a committee 
declaration that trades-unionists urge 
friendly relations between: the nations 
of North America. 

“We are not pacifists,” the report 
said, “we are ready to fight for our 
economic and political rights, but -we 
deplore, yes, abhor, economic as well 
as political warfare. 

“Labor never will surrender its right 
to fight for freedom and we believe 
that no coun*ry is fully fr-- ~oliti- 
cally until its workers are fully free 
economically.” 

The committee on _ = international 
labor disputes wrote the workingman’'s 
creed regarding war after praising the 
work of the Pan-American Congress 
and the Pan-Amiericar. Federation of 
Labor. 


Shorter Hours in’ Oil Fields. 


The convention voiced its approval 
of a measure calling for federation as- 
sistance tou New York firemen in ob- 
tainir>~ an 8-hour day cnd to oil-field 
workers throughout the country. in 
cutting down their hours of labor. 

The resolution committee’s report 
praised the work of the federation’s 
educational bureau, condemned rural 
schools of the cour’ty as ‘--“*~91te 
and described as “pernicious” what it 
said were legislative attempts to de- 
termine the contents of social and 
biological science in public school text- 
books. Orposition developec but the 
report was carried. . 
| During its ten days of sessions, the 
convention declared against com- 
munism and fascism; favored modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act to permit 
sale of “wholesome beer;” condemned 
the Equity Court in issuing injunc- 
tions in labor disputes and took action 
on numerous measures concerning im- 
migration and other problems _ con- 
strued to be relative to the problems 
of trade unions. 

The delegates took a definite stand 


tin favor of the five-day week, when 


they voted concurrence in the execu- 
tive council’s report That section of 
the report concerning the new goal of 
organized labor declared that during 
the past century and a quarter both 
the work day and the work week had 
been reduced steadily. 


“Béhefits Many; Harms None.” 


“This is progress of which labor may 
well be proud,” it added. “It has 
brought benefits to millions and harm 
to none Shortening the work day has 
turned toil into work; has afforded 
the Nation’s citizens greater oppor- 
tunity to participate in. national prob- 
lems, and hes made possible better 
home life. 

“Last year labor set for itself the 
new five-day week goal. It is an end 
toward which some unions inay strive 
directly, while others have still an 
intermediate goal to reach. Many of 
the unorganized still are working long 
hours; for them, organization must 
come first.”

upon the little band of rebels and 
other Federal troops were closing in 
about them, he said. It was difficult 
to see how Gén. Gomez could escape, 
he added. 

Gen. Alvarez announced that ‘the 


total dead in last Sundays battle at 
Ayahualulco was 155, of which 29 were 
federals. The bodies of 126 rebels, in- 
cluding two officers, were found dead 
on the battlefield. The federal wounded 
were given as 64. It was not known 
how many rebels were wounded. 

Two hundred Gomez followers have 
been captured since last Sunday by 
troops under Gen. Escobar, Gen. Alvarez 
said. This brings the total of reported 
surrendered troops to 800. 


50 Rebels Killed in Fight. 


Fifty rebels were killed, Guadalajara 
dispatches say, when agrarians co- 
operating with the small Federal gar- 
rison at Tizapan El Alto defeated a 
band of insurgents commanded by the 
so-called generals Antonio Partida, Leon 
Sanchez and Ignacio Sanchez Guisar. 

When the rebels, whose numbers 
were not given, attacked Tizapan El 
Alto, the soldiers of the garrison 
climbed to a church tower, where they 
held the attackers at bay until agrar- 
ilans gathered under the leadership of 
Former Deputy Francisco Flores ani 
rushed to the rescue. 

Laredo, Tex., Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Rebels

In the first the rebels, who 
were said to have outnumbered the 
federal troops, won the first encounter 
at a cost of 50 dead, while the loyal 
troops counted only 18 killed. The in- 
surrectos were reported’ to have been 
routed in the second asd more decisive 
engagement. 

First dispatches ina: an un- 
known number of civilian casualties. 
Whether these included any Americans 
was a matter of doubt, since the fight- 
ing took place outside the city. Guada- 
lajara is the ‘headquarters of the South- 
ern Pacific of Mexico, and more than 
100 Americans are employed in its rail- 
road offices there.

JURORS INDICT AMIS, 


DEATH GHAI DEMANDED 


Deliberate Malice Is Charged 
in Slaying of His Wife 
at Cincinnati. 


JUSTIFIED, HE ASSERTS 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
George Remus “unlawfully, purposely 
and of deliberate and premeditated 
malice did kill-and murder” his wife, 
Imogene Holmes Remus, the Hamilton 
County grand jury reported to Judge 
Chester . R. = in Criminal . Court 
today. 

A few hours later, Remus, who shot 
and killed his wife while she’ was going 
to Divorce: Court here on October 6, 
was served with a copy of the grand 
jury indictment which charged first 
degree murder. In eight days the pre- 
liminaries ‘to trial have been disposed 
of. Tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock 
he will be’ arraigned to make a plea. 
During the second. week.of November, 
if present intentions prevail, he will 
face the Criminal Court to contend 
that he was “justified” in the killing, | 
while the Staté demands the electric 
chair for the crime. 

Remus is expected to plead “not 
guilty” when he is arraigned tomorrow, 
for since the shooting he has repeatedly 
stated he was justified. He charged 
that his wife deserted him for another 
man and stole his fortune gleaned from 
his bootlegging activities. ° 

In the last few. days Remus has had 
only a few visitors. He has industrious- 
ly applied himself in the preparation 
of his defense. He indicated today that 
he, may: send Charles Elston, criminal 
lawyer, who he has employed to help 
him, to other cities to take depositions 
for him. 

Prosecutor Taft is expected to be 
aided ‘by Assistant Prosecutors Carl 
Basler and Walter K. Sibbald.. It was 
indicated today that the prosecutor 
would ask for the trial date the second 
week in November, because another 
murder trial to start--October 27 may 
not be completed wy: the first week in 
November.

tors had been acted upon by the offi- 
cial judges. For minutes after he fin- 
ished he was forced to bow his appre- 


ciation of the ovation. All of the other 
competitors had likewise received ap- 
plause, but that which greeted Fermenti 
far exceeded that accorded the others. 

As the torrent of vowels fell from 
his lips, those in the audience who 
could not follow his addréss in Spanish 
read an English translation which was 
supplied. But those who were forced 
to read frequently gave up this course 
to watch wi‘h fascinated eyes the free- 
moving gesticulations with which he 
punctuated each point. He seemed t6 
be freer of restraint than any of the 
others and walked rapidly about the 
stage. 

“Back of the Monroe doctrine of to- 
lay,” Senor Fermenti exclaimed, ‘‘there 
lies a century-old trail of calamities. 
In theory it is true that this doctrine 
offers the protection of the United 
States to the South American nations 
against possible invasion of the powers 
of Europe. 

“History, however, reveals a steadfast 
utilitarianism. 

“Pan-Americanism in its archaic 
phases, in which the Latin-Americans 
lack faith, on account of its policy of 
absorption, must be restated. 

“Upon a program of real democracy, 
under real moral leadership, we must 
create a new America, new colonists; 
we must discover a new and better 
world. And in .this America, under 
the leadership of the United States, will 
come true the dream of Simon Bolivar, 
a league of American nations. No policy 
of imperialism, however, we repeat must 
stay our destiny. Nor must the world- 
trader of Wall street oppose the protest 
of the fair-minded people of the United 
States, weary, like ourselves, of having 
the interest of nations valued in dollars 
and cents.” 

Senor Fermenti was the last of the 
five youthful orators to deliver his ad- 
dress. The judges: J. H. Van Royen, 
Minister of the Netherlands; Dr. Guil- 
lermo Rivera, of the romance language 
department of Harvard University; Dr. 
Richard Henry Wilson, of the romance 
language department of the University 
of Virginia; Dr. Glen Levin Swiggett, 
foreign service expert, and Dr. Richard 
Frederick Antoine Muller, international 
engineer, retired and considered their 
decision.

SHE ASKS A NEW TRIAL 


New York,,Oct. 14. (A.P.).—A sister 
who, to save her younger brother from 
the electric chair, gave up her job and 
turned detective, offered in court to- 
day the evidence she had gathered to 
help the brother obtain a new trial. 


The girl is Theresa Weiner. Her 
brother, whom she described as “the 
baby of the family,”-is Robert Weiner, 
sentenced to die in Sing Sing for the 
murder of Warden freter Mallon, of 
Tombs Prison. Mallon and a guard 
were killed during an attempted fail 
break last November. Weiner was con- 
victed of having furnished a pistol to 
one of the four prisoners who attempt- 
ed to escape. 

Weiner denied having supplied the 
pistol, and while he admitted having 
been in the vicinity of the prison, con- 
tended that he had driven away from 
there a half hour before the shooting 
occurred and that his car had bumped 
a taxicab. His sister said that she 
spent weeks scouring New York for the 
chauffeur of that taxicab, interviewing 
hundreds of them until finally she 
found Albert Giller, who this week tes- 
tified that he was the man sought. 

She said she had not realized the 
gravity of her brother’s plight until he 
had been sentenced. Then she took her 
savings to hire a lawyer and gave up 
her job to devote her time to gathering 
evidence to save Robert from death. 


Defense Attorney 
Will Claim Rewar 


Falls City, Nebr., Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
Jean Cain is attorney in a case in 
which he is bound to win, whatever the 
outcome. 

Cain announced he would defend 
Fred Trimble, who surrendered to police 
as a suspect in the robbery of $20,000 
in cash and bonds from the strong box 
of Joseph Kumhart last August. 

Trimble gave himself up in company 
with Cain, who will lay claim to the 
$500 reward offered for the capture and 
conviction of the robbers. If Cain 
frees Trimble he will have’ won his 
case, althOugh he loses the $500 re- 
jward. If he loses the case he wins 
the reward. 


3 Executed in Chair; 
All Confess to Guilt 


Milledgeville, Ga., Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
Georgia’s first triple execution was per- 
formed at the State Prison today, when 
three negroes went to the electric chiar 
in the space of 38 minutes, All three 
confessed their guilt. 

Lee Chamblee, of Bartow County, 
who killed another negro in a quarrel 
over a nickel, stated in his last words: 
“I-am guilty and ready to go.” 

Wilbur Galloway, convicted of the 
murder of W. T. Andrews, of Alamo, 
Ga., and Mose Parker, of Pike County, 
who slew his daughter and niece in 
an attempt to shoot his estranged wife, 
were the other two executed. 


107 MINERS BATTLE; 
89 ARE ARRESTED 


Revocation of Citizenship Is 
Threatened by Judge in 


Ohio Disturbance. 


Cambridge, Ohio, Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
Trouble between nonunion miners and 
union men at the Quaker Mine of the 
Leatherwood Coal Co., near here, today 
led to the arrest of 85 men, charged 
with violating the injunction granted 
by Common Pleas Judge Charles _S. 
Turnbaugh. The injunction specified 
the union men might have three pick- 
ets at the mine, which has been op- 
erating on a nonunion basis for some 
time, employing about 400 men. At 
noon today, it was said, nearly 100 
union sympathizers gathered near the 
mine and ordered the nonunion men 
to quit work. When they refused, 
trouble followed. 

Judge Turnbaugh told the men he 
would. recommend to Federal authori- 
ties that the affair be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and added: 

“If the evidence reveals what I think 
it will; I shall recommend your citizen- 
ship papers be taken away and that 
you be deported.” 

The 85 men were arrested by Sheriff 
Ed Wilson following a fight with 22 
nonunion men at the Moonshine Mine 
in eastern Guernsey County. Revolver 
shots were said to have been fired by 
both sides. 


Cigarette Causes 
Killing by Hunter 


Glenwood Springs, Colo., Oct. 14 (A. 
P.).—Mistaking a burning cigarette for 
the eye of a coyote, Oillie McNeese, of 
this city, shot and killed an unidenti- 
fied man on Elk Creek near New Castle, 
Colo., last night. 

The man was sitting on a log smoking 
a cigarette, McNeese told Sheriff George 
Winter. McNeese left the body in the 
woods and went to Newcastle ‘for aid.

Los Angeles, Oct. 14 (A.P.).—The 
Times says a mystery element was in- 
jected into the death of Mrs. Marion 
Hallenbeck Wall, wealthy and thrice 
married member of a pioneer Montclair, 
N. J., family, as County Coroner Frank 
Nance abruptly halted plans for the 
cremation of her body and ordered a 
chemical analysis made. 

The body was to have been cremated 
Wednesday, two days after the woman's 
death. ; 

A preliminary postmortem examina- 
tion failed to disclose any pathologic 
cause for death. Chief Deputy County 
Coroner MacDonald said. The ‘death 
certificate had specified hemorrhagic 
apoplexy. 

Mrs. Wall, whose fortune is estimated 
at some $500,000, died Monday at her 
home here. She had been stricken sud- 
denly and lay for two weeks at her 
home in comatose condition, attended 
by Dr. O. S. Arnout, her husband, Wes- 
ley Wall, her junior by a dozen years, 
whom she had married abcut a year 
ago, and a private nurse. 

She had been married twice before, 
the first time to the late Harry Hallen- 
beck, of New York, head of a large 
printing establishment. who left her 
a large, estate, and the second time to 
Dr. Cecil Reynolds, noted nerve and 
brain specialist, of Los Angeles, whom 
she divorced about five years ago after 
three years of married life. 

Dr. Arnout admitted that doubt ex- 
isted in his mind .as to the cause of 
death. 


Police Are Present 
At Baptist Meeting 


Toronto, Ont., Oct. 14 (A.P.).—While 
police looked on at the request of some 
of the delegates, the convention of the 
Baptist Union of Ontario, by a vote of 
532 to 217 today passed a resolution 
which will result in expulsion of the 
Jarvis Street Baptist Church of this 
city and several other churches from 
the union. . The resolution was ap- 
proved after a long and bitter debate. 

Exclusion was foreshadowed yester- 
day when the convention indorsed a 
parliamentary bill giving delesates pow- 
er to exclude non-cooperating churches. 
The Baptist Unions of Ontario and Que- 
bec for some years have been torn by 
disputes between modernists and 
fundamentalists. Dr. T. T. Shields, 
leader of the Jarvis Street Church, is 
a fundamentalist. 


TWO SUGAR BROKERS, 
BROTHERS, ARE SLAIN 


Mystery Surrounds Shooting 
by Two From Ambush 


at Cleveland. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Two 
commission merchants, brothers, sup- 
posedly well to do, were shot and killed 
from ambush in a barber shop here late 
last night. They were Joseph and John 
Lonardo. 

Mystery surrounds the _ shootings. 
Identity of the two gunmen as well as 
their underlying causes had police com- 
pletely baffled today. Officials did not 
know who did the shooting, neither did 
they know why it was done. 

The Lonardos, well known as sugar 
brokers, but still better known to de- 
tectives through their police records, 
were shot in cold blood. Their assail- 
ants evidently had secluded themselves 
in the barber shop before the slain 
pair entered. 

Police were investigating clews that 
the slaying may have been a reprisal 
killing for the murder here a week ago 
of Jack Brownstein and Ernest Yorkeil, 
of Philadelphia, alleged gangsters.

Lady Iveagh to Run 
For Parliament Seat 


London, Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Lady Iveagh, 
wife of Viscount Elveden, who suc- 
ceeded to the title of -tthe Earl of 
Iveagh on the recent death of his 
father, head of the Guinness brewing 
firm, has decided to seek election to 
the vacant seat of Southend-on-Sea, 
which her husband had represented 
since 1918. 

She has been an active Conservative 
worker and some time ago succeeded 
Dame Caroline Bridgeman, wife of W. K, 
Bridgeman, first lord of the admiralty, 
as chairman of the Women’s Con- 
servative Association.

‘As More Interested in Agri- 
cultural Relief.

All talk of presidential candidates and 

Olitical maneuvers aside, there are def- 
nite indications that the so-called 
progressive conference, headed by Sena- 
tors Borah and Norris, may be able to 
agree on some form of modified farm 
législation and in turn form the nu- 
cleus of a general agreement. The sen- 
ators who have been conferring for sev- 
@ral days have made gratifying progress 
toward this end ,and they are hopeful 
it will be their first accomplishment. 


And this, after all, seems to be their 
major purpose. The McNary-Haugen 
bill in the form which was vetoed by 
the President at the last session is ap- 
pé@rently in for a general abandonment. 
Senator McNary, of Oregon, has stated 
it’ was a closed incident with him. Sen- 
ators Norris and Borah have always 
béen opposed to it, and Senators Brook- 
hart, of Iowa; Nye, of North Dakota; 
Prazier, of the same State, and MoMas- 
ter, of South Dakota, have apparently 
agcepted the view that it can not be 
enacted ond that the cause can beat 
bé served by evolving something new. 


Jardine Plan Opposed. 


It is believed this group of senators 
has something in mind between the 
MeNary-Haugen bill andgthe most re- 
cant Jardine plan. They are not pre- 
pated to accept the Agriculture Secre- 
tary’s proposal. Probably what they 
are working on, though, is a more lib- 
eral version of it. But the indications 
are that they have abandoned the idea 
cf the McNary-Haugen bill. 

They are hopeful their handiwork 
will either be acceptable to the West 
as-a whole or at least be the means of 
bringing about a unanimity of opinion 
On some form of legislation. They are 
convinced that unless the West does 
present a solid front they will get no 
legislation at all. Senator Borah ex- 
pressed that view yesterday. 

It is the hope, too, that they will be 
able to work out something that will 
not meet with the opposition of the 
administration. 

President Coolidge, it was made 
known, has been giving increasing 
thought to the farm relief problem.

sible for the executive prerogative to 
be interfered with. 
There has been considerable misun- 


derstanding about this Government’s 
relation to loans which American bank- 
ers seek to float in America. For ex- 
ample, the State Department never ap- 
proves a loan but rather states whether 
or not it has any objection to it. 
When the bankers make inquiry as to 
the department’s attitude and this 
Government has no objection to the 
loan, the following phraseology is used 
in notifying the bankers: 

“I beg to state that, in the light of 
the information before us, the depart- 
ment offers no objection to this financ- 
ing.” 

State Department Replies. 


The State Department reply to the 
bankers then always includes the fol- 
lowing: 

“You, of course, appreciate that, as 
pointed out in the department’s an- 
nouncement of March 3, 1922, the De- 
partment of State does not pass upon 
the merits of foreign loans as business 
propositions nor assume any responsi- 
bility in connection with such trans- 
actions, also that no reference to the 
attitude of this Government should be 
made in any prospectus or otherwise.” 

The announcement of March 3, above 
referred to, was a statement given out 
by the depgrtment under date of March 
3, 1922, and has served as a basis for 
this Government’s policy from that 
date. It resulted from a conference be- 
tween former President Harding, cer- 
tain members of his Cabinet and a 
number of American investment bank- 
ers. A plan for voluntary cooperation 
between the Government and the bank- 
ers was consummated. 

The statement outlined the Govern- 
ment’s position as follows: ; 

“The flotation of foreign bond issues 
in the American market is assuming an 
increasing importance, and on account 
of the bearing of such operations upon 
the proper conduct affaire, it is 
hoped that American ‘concerns that 
contemplate making forefgn loans will 
inform the Department of State in due 
time of the essential facts and of sub- 
sequent developments of importance. 
Responsible American bankers will be 
competent to determine what informa- 
tion they should furnish and when it 
should be supplied. i

Mr. Hughes, as Secretary under the 
postwar administration, is credited 
with inaugurating the supervisory 
policy of the Government toward in- 
ternational financiers, which has been 
attacked by Senator Glass (Democrat), 
Virginia, as unauthorized and a pos- 
sible source of embarrassment, in the 
conduct of foreign relations.

No Booms for Governor This 
Fall, ls Order From the 
Party Chiefs. 


COLONEL:RUNNING AWAY 
WITH CAMPAIGN SO FAR 


Disapproval of His Attack on 
Gov. Smith Counteracted 
by Committee. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Oct. 14.—“‘No booms for 
governor this campaign,” is the order 
that has. gone out from Republican 
State headquarters as the rule to be 
followed in the autumn = election. 
While they may not agree on many 
things, the Republican leaders are of 
one mind deciding that candidates for 
the nomination for governor next year 
must curb their ambitions for the time 
being. 

Prompting this action is supposed to 
be the great activity of Theodore 
Roosevelt. He has run away with the 
Republican campaign and has consti- 
tuted himself the chief spokesman and 
real, leader of the Republican forces in 
the State election. That is not at all 
to the liking of the Republican chiefs. 

As it now lining up the contest in 
the State is between Gov. Smith and 
Theodore Roosevelt. And the issue is 
Roosevelt’s charge that the governor is 
protecting vice. 

No one thought when Roosevelt made 
his startling speech at the Rochester 
State convention that this would be 
the outcome. 


Eager to Reenter Politics. 


Col. Roosevelt has been eager to get 
back into politics since his defeat as 
a candidate for governor in 1924. But 
his ambitions have been frowned upon 
by the leaders. No opportunity has 
been given him. In spite of the dis- 
couragements, however, he has managed 
to keep intact a personal organization 
of his own which appears to be quite 
sffective and active. 


His chance came at the State conven- 
tion. There had been some difficulty 
drafting the keynote orator. Two or 
three prominent Republicans are under- 
stood to have declined the honor, Then 
it was offered to Roosevelt to fill in the 
gap, and he not only seized it, but :nade 
more out. of it than any one had 
thought possible. 

The first rea sion.to the vice speech 
was lergely unfavorable. Many of the 
marty leaders pri*tely disapproved the 
line of attaack. But the State chair- 
man and his associates insisted that 
the State committee was a unit in up- 
' (ding Roosevelt and issued an offi- 
cial statement standing behind him. 

That was all Roosevelt wanted. Bear- 
ing the authority of a State committee, 
as now recorded officially, Roosevelt 
has started off again, and his friends 
are becoming very active in proclaiming 
him as the candidate for governor. 


RADIO COMMITTEE 
FOR WORLD URGED 


International Conference Here

A proposal to 
merge the radio and telegraph con- 
ventions was again made to the com- 
mittee, but it was decided to leave 
the matter for future consideration.

Paris, Oct. 14—-The French cabinet 
today passed on the general text of the 
reply to the latest note of the United 
States Government in the dispute over 
the new French tariff duties. The note 
will accede to the request for immed]- 
ate temporary relief for American prod- 
ucts, Offering a reduction of duties to 
|the level in force before the new law 
went into effect. ' 

The cabinet is not willing to grant in 
full most-favored nation treatment to 
the United States. The reductions to 
be offered will leave American imports 
to France still subject to higher duties 
than German imports, but, as the re- 
duction is 100 per cent greater than 
first offered, the government considers 
it a generous concession. 

Maurice Bokanowski, the minister of 
commerce, spoke in detail on the tariff 
situation at the meeting. At first it 
was reported that the note would, be 
delivered to Sheldon Whitehouse, 
Charge d’Affaires of the American Em- 
bassy, this afternoon, but it Was de- 
cided to postpone its delivery until the 
return of Foreign Minister Briand. He 
will retyrn tomorrow and the answer 
will be ready the first of next week. 
Meanwhile, it is probable that M. Bo- 
kanowski and Mr. Whitehouse will dis- 
cuss the subject informally tomorrow. 

The cabinet this morning also set the 


date for the convening of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies as November 3.

San Francisco Bay

Because its effect would be adverse 
to national defense and navigation, the 
War Department yesterday disapproved 
the application of the City of San 
Francisco for permission to build a 
bridge across San Francisco Bay at 
Hunters Point. 

The War Department pointed out 
that “San Francisco Bay is the most 
important harbor on the Pacific Coast, 
and the growing importance of the 
Pacific Ocean makes the preservation 
of this harbor a matter of the highest 
concern to the National Government.” 
The harbor was compared to New York 
harbor, and it was pointed out that 
“at New York the means of crossing 
the vital parts of the harbor toward 
the mainland have been provided by 
tunnels and ferries and not by 
bridges.” 


Convention to Hear

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ARMY HOUSING PROGRAM 


President Feels Criticism by 
Gen. Summerall Was 
Not Justified. 


FIGURES ARE MADE PUBLIC 


With Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summer- 
all, chief of staff, expected to arrive 
here Monday in response to the sum- 
mons of the President, the latter indi- 
cated yesterday he did not thi: . the 
general’s recent speech at San Diego, 
Calif., on Army housing conditions, was 
justified. 

Expected appropriations by the next 
Congress, for additional Army quarters 
and repairs will bring the total author- 
ized since 1925 to approximately $34,- 
000,000, the President made known 
More than $22,000,000 worth of addi- 
tional construction was authorized in 
1925 and $8,000,000 was appropriated, 
the President let it be known, and an 
item of $6,000,000 for new construction 
was in the urgent deficiency bill which 
died in the filibuster at the close af the 
last session. 

In addition, budget estimates now 
being prepared carry $8,000,000 for new 
construction, it was explained, and the 
President expects additional estimates 
will be carried in a deficiency Dill. 
Whether the deficiency estimates will 
be for $6,000,000, the amount lost in the 
urgent deficiency bill, however, the 
President was not prepared to say. In 
addition to the appropriations for new 
construction a total of $12,500,000 has 
been made available from _ general 
‘xyreasury funds for repairs to quarters. 

The President made no direct refer-. 
ence tc Gen. Summerall, but his atti- 
tude seemed to be one of defending 
the administration against the gener- 
al’s criticism, 

Congress did not pass the bill au- 
thorizing the sale of obsolete army 
posts and the creation of a military 
post construction fund until the 1925 
session, it was explained on behalf of 
the President, and: since that time it 
has authorized only $22,000,000 worth 
of construction. 

In Army circles there was some feel- 
ing that the President should not have 
included the $12,500,000 appropriated 
for repairs in the general tabulation, as 
this money was simply to make exist- 
ing quarters more habitable. The re- 
pairs have no connection with - the 
$100,000,000 housing program, it was 
contended. And it was pointed out 
that of all the figures enumerated only 
$8,000,000 has been actually appropri- 
ated on the housing program.

PROGRAM OBSOLETE 


‘Five-Year Plan Will Have to 


Be Enlarged, Representa- 
tive James Believes. 


TELLS OF DISCOVERIES 
ON INSPECTION TOUR 


Army and Navy Contesting in 
Hawaii, He Says; Force at 
Panama Inadequate. 


The successful transoceanic flights 
made this year by American aviators 
have rendered obsolete the five-year 
program for the development of mili- 
tary aviation, passed by the last Con- 
gress, Representative Frank James, of 
Michigan, ranking member of the House 
military affairs committee, said yester- 
day in discussing the 16,000-mile tour 
of inspection to the principal Army air 
fields of the country which he has just 
completed, 

The five-year program, he said, was 
drawn with the assurance by the avia- 
tion advisers of the military affairs 
committee that the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, to Hawail, could not be crossed 


by the air route. This program, Sec- 
retary of War Davis said at the Wright 
Field dedication ceremonies on Colum- 
bus Day, would place 1,800 planes’ in 
service by 1932. 


Larger Program Suggested. 


“There is no one who is going to 
question the Secretary’s statement on 
the same occasion,” said Mr. James, 
“that our pilots are without equal any- 
where in the world. But what of their 
number and their equipment? These 
are questions which we must go into 
again, keeping clearly in mind that the 
Atlantic has been crossed to Europe and 
the Pacific to Hawaii. When we face 
these things squarely I believe we are 
going to find it necessary to enlarge im- 
mediately on the five-year program.” 
Mr. James said his tour, half of 
which was made by airplane, had con- 
vinced him that the only practical de- 
fense of Hawail and Panama is by the 
air. In the Canal Zone, he said, this 
was not simply a boast by the air service 
but ‘the admission of the commanding 
officers of the other branches of the 
military service.

» The speed with which the United States is 
dropping down the scale as a maritime nation 
ig shown by the figures just issued by Lloyd’s 
Register of Shipping, covering the quarter end- 
ed September 30. This country is one of three 
reporting a decline in construction under the 
preceding quarter. The activity shown by 
other nations may be gathered from the fact 
that the total world tonnage is now less than 
100,000 tons below the prewar figures. Great 
Britain and Ireland are leaders in construction. 
Their shipyards are building within a few tons 
as much new shipping as all the rest of the 
world combined. Shipyards in the United 
States are at work on less than 100,000 tons. 
Im a year this country has dropped from sixth 
tg seventh place among ship-building nations. 

6 Germany, Italy, Holland, France and Den- 
mark are all engaged in building up their mer- 
chant marine at a greater rate than the United 

tates. Sweden and Russia are right on tke 
heels of this country. The greatest percentage 
increase is reported from Germany, where 
edmost four times ag much work is in hand now 
as was the case a year ago. The United States 
ig rapidly sinking back to the position it occu- 
pied at the outbreak of the European war. 

At that time only 9 per cent of this country’s 
foreign trade was carried in American bottoms. 
Today 30 per cent of American exports are 
shipped under the American flag, but replace- 
ments are so far short of needs that it will not 
be long before the situation will be as bad, if 
not worse, than it was thirteen years ago. 

Efforts have been made ever since the close 
of the war to get the shipping industry of the 

United States upon a sound basis. The Ship- 
ping Board has made many efforts to place 
Government ships in private hands with a 
guarantee of operation. Only a fraction of the 
tonnage has been so disposed of, due to an in- 
ability to find willing or trustworthy purchas- 
prs. Congress has attempted to solve the prob-

@ matter that demands the most earnest con- 
mideration that can be given it. In the event 
of war, whether the United States is a partici- 
pant or not, the lack of American shipping will 
be seriously felt. Tonnage to carry American 
exports all over the world is vital to the Na- 
tion’s prosperity. For this Government to al- 
low the merchant marine to go by default 
would be a form of gross stupidity.

LABOR’S WISE DECISION. 


The American Federation of Labor has re- 
fused once more to become a political entity. 
The suggestion looking to the formation. of a 
labor party in this country was overwhelmingly 
defeated at Los Angeles. The workers, even 
with more than 2,000,000 members, realize 
that they could never hope to be more than a 
minority party in this country. They would 
at once lose the influence they now exert in the 
two dominant parties. It is problematical 
whether they could poll full union strength in 
an election. Experience has demonstrated the 
wisdom of nonpartisan action. 

Having made this decision labor must abide 
by the results. The antitrust laws, Federal 
court processes and many other Institutions 
against which the workers inveigh were created 
under the existing order of things. The work- 
ers as an element in the dominant parties must 
share the responsibility for whatever statutes 
have been enacted. They can not justifiably 
support a demand for class legislation under 
such conditions. The Federal bench can not 
become merely an ally of labor. General legis- 
lation must ‘govern all classes. There is only 
one way in which the situation might be 
changed. A labor Congress and President 
could modify many of the existing laws. The 
workers are not in a position to control the 
Government, and in consequence they can ex- 
pect no greater favors than majority opinion 
is willing to grant. : 


SAVE THE PARTRIDGE. 


The Binghamton Press has collected data re- 
garding the rapid disappearance of the ruffed 
grouse, more familiarly known as partridge, 
in New York State. From William T. Horn- 
aday, superintendent of the zoological parks 
in New York.City and dne of the best informed 
authorities upon game conservation, the Press 
has received a statement to the effect that 
the partridge is going to extinction, due nine- 
tenths to deadly shooting and one-tenth to 
internal parasites that never can be cured. 

The ruffed grouse is one of the most beau- 
tiful examples of native American wild life. 
Once destroyed, no other bird could take its 
place. The experience of New York is not 
unique for other localities in which the 
partridge once was & common sight report 
that fewer are to be found each year, Nature 
lovers are alarmed lest the partridge follow 
the quail, heath hen and wild turkey to virtual 
extinction, and they realize that time must be 
taken by the forelock to prevent such a con- 
tingency. 

American wild life should be preserved. 
The Nation has been profligate in this connec- 
tion, and now faces the penalty. New York 
State should lose no time in enacting a 
stringent protective law for grouse, The task 
of driving out the destructive parasite, already 
undertaken by the staff of Cornell University, 
should be carried on with renewed intensity. 
Other States should take the warning presented 
to heart, and tighten up their game laws while 
there is yet time to prevent extinction of their 
native wild life. 


TO HELP DISABLED VETERANS, 


With the indorsement of the President, ths 
Director of the Veterans’ Bureau and the Dis- 
trict Commissioners, the disabled American 
veterans of the World War today observe For- 
get-Me-Not Day with their annual appeal for 
public assistance. 

While the Government is endeavoring to do 
its part in affording relief to those to whom it 
owes a lasting obligation, there is a gap be- 
tween the Government and the veteran that 
must be bridged if benefits are to reach those 
for whom the relief is intended. To meet this 
situation the D, A, V. maintains a free attor- 
ney as a liaison officer to assist in the prepara- 
tion and presentation of claims and to perform 
other duties among the veterans, their wives, 
widows and children. 

Symbolic flowers will be sold today through- 
out the city to provide funds with which. to 
carry on the work.

VIRGINIA-DISTRICT RELATIONS. 


The automobile license reciprocity war be- 

tween the District and the State of Virginia 
was hardly under way before it was brought 
to an abrupt halt by Gov. Byrd. On Thurs- 
day morning last nine drivers for Washington 
firms were arrested in Alexandria charged with 
violating the section of the State license law 
which provides that all firms using automobiles 
Within the Commonwealth must obtain Vir- 
ginia tags. That afternoon a conciliation com- 
mittee composed of representatives of loca! 
trade bodies, with Traffic Director Harland 
sitting as unofficial observer, met with Gov. 
Byrd and elicited from him the statement that 
Virginia has no desire to impair the pleasant 
afrangements that now exist: Subsequently 
Gov. Byrd suggested to the State motor vehicle 
commissioner that he hold in abeyance prose- 
-cutions already started under what may be an 
erroneous interpretation of the’ law, to which 
suggestion the commissioner acceded. Further- 
‘more, the governor promised to seek amend- 
‘ment of the law, so that in the future incidents 
which might tend to affect reciprocal relations 
may be avoided. 

It appears now that the incident arose 
through a misunderstanding. _Some time ago 
the governor issued an order directed against 
citizens of the State who in defiance of its laws 
are operating automobiles on District registra- 
tion certificates. The campaign against viola- 
tors of this type will be continued. The Dis- 


bona fide residents of the District are entitled 
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and the local i pales authorities to stamp out 
false registrations. 

It seems probable, following a suggestion 
made at the conciliation conference, that there 
will be formed_a joint committee composed of 
citizens of the two jurisdictions for the pur- 
pose of effecting a permanent settlement of 
the tag controversy. There could be no better 
way to go about it. Virginia and the District 
are neighbors and friends, and when such a 
relationship exists the only proper way to 
solve any difference that may arise is not by 
warfare but by friendly discussion. 


INSURANCE FRAUDS. 


Fraudulent insurance claims in the last few 
years have cost surety and casualty companies 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Unscrupu- 
lous individuals and crooked lawyers have 
made'a big business of this form of fraud. In. 
large cities ambulance chasers by the hundreds 
track down accidents for the purpose of de- 
veloping damage suits on a contingent fee 
basis. Stock witnesses, to whom perjury is a 
minor evil, are kept on hand by shyster law- 
yers to use in such cases. 

The companies that have suffered are now 
to be organized against the common enemy. 
A casualty and surety clearing house is to be 
formed at which information dealing with 
négligence suits may be filed and card in- 
dexed. All of the larger companies have agreed 
to submit full infurmation on all suits they 
are called upon to defend. It is hoped in this 
way to obtain an accurate check upon the 
activities of certain lawyers and prevent the 
use of perjured testimony. Prosecutors have 
acknowledged their inability to deal with per- 
jured testimony in negligence cases, but are 
ready, as always, to prosecute in those in- 
stances where proof of false testimony can be 
offered. 

The action taken by the underwriters is 
one of general public interest. Losses such 
as the insurance companies have had to bear 
must be made up. As matters stand now the 
honest. policyholder must pay his proportion 
in increased premiums, If fraudulent claims, 
which it is estimated make up at least 50 per 
cent of the whole, can be reduced, the cost of 
insurance can be appreciably reduced. 


THE ENIGMA OF CANCER. 

Two authorities within the last week have 
expressed the conviction that cancer is in- 
creasing. Maj. James F. Coupal, first au- 
thority to discuss the subject, reached the con- 
clusion that advances in medical science, which 
have reduced infant mortality, may have 
brought more persons to the cancer age, gen- 
erally supposed to begin at 40. Dr. Frederick 
L. Hoffman, consulting statistician of one of 
the largest life insurance companies, believes 
that spread of the disease alone is responsible 
for the higher mortality. 

Figures taken from the records of 23 large 
cities having a combined population of more 
than 34,000,000 persons show an increase in 
the death rate due to cancer of 40 persons per 
100,000 in the 20-year period between 1906 
and 1926. The records of 119 cities fail to 
indicate a decrease in the last twelve months. 
As the result of his studies Dr. Hoffman 
reaches the conclusion that “The enormous 
sums Of.money which have been expended on 
cancer research seem to have yielded thus far 
not a fragment of evidence of real value toward 
the control and cure of the disease.” 

The medical world will be the first to ac- 
knowledge that nothing approaching.a cure 
for cancer has as yet been found. It is, how- 
ever, too much to say that nothing has been 
accomplished. It has been determined that 
certain forms of cancer yield to X-ray treat- 
ment. Research work hag gone forward 
unceasingly. Experiments which appear to 
be futile now may be but the preliminaries 
to important discoveries that will actually 
check the disease. There is no unanswered 
question of more interest to physicians and 
laymen alike. Time and money devoted to the 
study of the disease can not be considered 
wasted.

FREEDOM OF THE KNEES. 


The other day a correspondent whose letter 
was published on this page made an eloquent 
defense of “‘the freedom of the knees,”’ says 
the Philadelphia Inquirer. Since that time au 
incident has occurred in the City of Washing- 
ton which threatens to make the issue a na- 
tional one. An officer of one of the public 
parks directed a lady to pull down her skirts 
so that her knees would not show. Did she 
comply with this request from the representa- 
tive of the law? Not so that it eould be no- 
ticed. On the contrary, she refused point 
blank and insisted on showing as much of her 
limbs as she pteased. 

This jis the first open revolt against skirt 
censorship. In this battle for the freedom ‘of 
the knees the victory was all on the side of the 
knees. If the contest should assume nation- 
wide proportions, the limbs are likely to get 
the decision. Some quibblers insist that it is a 
knotty question, but whether the knottiness 
refers to the knees or the right of the law to 
regulate questions of taste and morals is not 
quite so clear, ~

Supreme Court Justice Strong in Brooklyn 
the other day said: “If some women would 
think less of alimony and counsel feeg there 
would be fewer separations.”’ 

The jurist is right, observes the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. Alimony has become one of the 
stabilized businesses of the Nation, conducted 
by a large and growing class of women. 

In dismissing the case under consideration 
the jurist further said: “It is doubtful if the 
wife can prove her alleged cause of action. 
The allegations themselves are hardly more 
than a general complaint that she does not 
want the defendant as a husband.”

AS; 
Ordinance Will Be Acted On 
Finally at. Session 
on Tuesday.

The ordinance by which Alexandria 
hopes to annex additional territory now 
included in Arlington and Fairfax coun? 
ties, was placed on its first reading at 
a Spécial meeting of the city council 


yesterday. The ordinance was then held 
over under the rules, and will be fin- 
ally acted upon at a special meeting 
Tuesday. morning. Mayor William Al- 
bert Smoot presided, and all members 
of the council were present. 

The ordinance sets forth, among other 
things: “That the crowded and con- 
gested conditions at present prevailing 
in almost every section of the city may 
be relieved by adding sufficient ter- 
ritory to the corporate limits of the 
city snot built upon, but adapted to 
city improvements, so as to afford cheap 
and desirable locations for the erection 
of commodious, healthful and beautiful 
residences.” 

The ordinance refers to the fact that 
the county sewerage in the territory 
sought to be annexed empties into 
Hooff’s Run, which will have to be 
sewered at the expense of the city; that 
the territory in question is without 
a sufficient system of sewerage, and 
that no adequate and sanitary provi- 
sions exist for the collection and dis- 
posal of garbage, thereby jeopardizing 
and endangering the health of residents 
of both the county and the city. 

The ordinance provides for the re- 
imbursement to the counties of Arling- 
ton and Fairfax of a just proportion 
of any existing debt for permanent pub- 
lic improvements, such as streets, roads 
and sidewalks, bridges, sewers and 
garbage disposal systems, as may be 
determined by the court. Provision is 
also miade for compensatidn for the 
value at the time of annexation of 
any schoolhouses and public buildings 
included in the territory acquired. 

The tax rate for a period of five years 
after annexation may not be increased, 
except on petition of a majority of 
voters of said territory, and all reve- 
nues derived by the city council from 
taxation in the annexed territory dur- 
ing the first five years are to be wholly 
expended in that territory, except that 
the council may, by ordinance, set 
apart a sum equal to 12 per cent of 
the assessed value at the time of an- 
nexation and expend this sum for im- 
provements, and the annexed land shall 
then be subject to the city tax rate. 
Police and fire protection are to be af- 
forded in the annexed territory, as well 
as public school facilities. 

The ordinance instructs the city at- 
torney to institute and prosecute, with 
as little delay as possible, the neces- 
sary legal proceedings for annexation 
in the Circuit Court for Arlington 
County, where the case will be heard 
before three judges, one in the dis- 
trict’ affected, one from an adjoining 
Gistrict and another from a remote 
district. 

The ordinance is accompanied by a 
technical description of the metes and 
bounds of the new territory, the lines 
being, on the north, Four-Mile Run; on 
the west and northwest, the Seminary 
road; on the west again, Quaker lane; 
on the south, Hunting Cerek, and on 
the east, the Potomac River.

VIRGINIA COMMISSION 
AVERTS “OYSTER WAR" 


Promise of New Survey of 
Beds Checks the Attacks 
Planned by Tongers. 


GOV. BYRD TAK@S HAND 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 14 (A.P.).— 
Threatened violence in the “oyster 
war’ on the Virginia coast, reported to 
Gov. Byrd by the Fisheries Commission 
became unlikely today with an agree- 
ment for a new survey by members of 
the fisheries commission and repre- 
sentatives of oyster men, it was an- 
nounced tonight following a _ confer- 
ence in the governor's office. 


Gov. Byrd made the suggestions 
that were agreeable to both the com- 
mission and the oyster men and an- 
nounced following the conference 
“that everything had been accomplish- 
ed that he had hoped for.” 

A temporary survey is to be made at 
once and temporary stakes marking 
out the leases of 'F. W. Darling, which 
the oyster men contended is public 
ground will be set up under the agree- 
ment. The oyster tongers will be per- 
mitted to take oysters outside of this 
ground and Darling will be requested 
by the governor to suspend operations 
for two weeks, the time estimated to 
be required for a permanent survey. 
One surveyor will be engaged by Harry 
H. Houston, commissioner of fisheries, 
and David Lindsey, newly elected com- 
monwealth’s attorney for Gloucester 
County, representing the oystermen, 
will engage another. These two men 
will work together in making the sur- 
vey and in the event of a conflict in 
their data a third man will be selected 
by them to make a decision. 

The principal complaint of the 
oyster men was that the Baylor survey, 
made in 1892, deciding which was the 
“natural rock” or public ground and 
that which was not natural, was being 
encroached upon by F. W. Darling in 
Mobjack Bay. Mr. Darling's area was 


about 4,000 acres. 


MARRYING PARSON FINED 


The specific com- 
plaint was that the Darling buoys, re- 
moved by a party of men last week, 
were inaccurately placed and that 
Darling was planting on ground il- 
legally leased. 

Reports reached the fisheries commis- 
sion indicated that the oyster men 
were threatening to forceably sweep 
the York River of all buoys and mark- 
ers, and later to similarly treat the 
Rappahannock and the James. This 
was declared to be an exaggeration by 
representatives of the oyster men at 
the conference here today.

R. T. Westren Performed 
Weddings Illegally, Judge 
Wickes Rules. 


HOLDS UNIONS ARE VALID 


Elkton, Md., Oct. 14 (A.P.).—Richard 
T. Westren, dethroned “marrying par- 
son” here, today was found guilty by 
the Cecil County Circuit Court of per- 
forming a marriage ceremony without 
authority and fined $500 and costs. 
Joshua Clayton, his attorney, intimated 
he would place the case before the 
Maryland Court of Appeals. 

The verdict was announced by Asso- 
clate Judge Lewin W. Wickes, who de- 
clared Mr. Westren was under the juris- 
diction of the Wilmington conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
which canceled his orders as a minister 
in 1921. With his orders canceled, 
Judge Wickes explained, Mr. Westren 
had no authority to perform marriages. 

Though the legality of the thousand 
and some marriage ceremonies Mr. 
Westren performed from January 1 to 
June last, when church authorities pre- 
ferred charges against him, was not de- 
cided in the trial, Judge Wickes said 
the marriages were legal. He cited a 
previous case which showed that under 
the Maryland law a marriage ceremony 
was legal if the contracting parties 
were of the opinion that the man offi- 
clating was a minister. 

Mr. Westren was convicted on a 
charge of performing one specific mar- 
riage—that of Allen Dickerson and 
Claire McCall, of this county—without 
lega! authority. Charges against the 
defendant were placed by the Rev. Dr. 
J. W. Colona, superintendent of the 
Wilmington conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. He declared 
Mr. Westren had no authority to offi- 
ciate as a minister after his orders were 
canceled following a trial by a jury of 
ministers for “commercializing the sol- 
emn rite of marriage.”

Our family has already observed edu- 
cation week. In fact this coming year 
we have just about 40 education weeks 
and we propose to celebrate “Know 
Your School” day not only on Novem- 
ber 9th, 1927, but on every day during 
the school year. 

On the first week of school we 
found that each of our children has 
a competent, conscientious and well- 
trained teacher. We discovered that 
the curriculum was as good under the 
circumstances as we could get. We 
are not satisfied with it and perhaps 
that’s why we are getting a crowd to- 
gether to analyze the curriculum and 
see if we can not make if more adapt- 
able to individual and social needs. 

Our family is just as human as 
yours. We and our children are very 
apt to postpone our kicking until the 
report card comes. Our children re- 
form just about three days before the 
report cards are. due. 

We put off until the last minute the 
preparation for a lecture, a speech or 
@ paper and so do the children. But 
we are not proud of our procedure 
and we are going to reform. But we'll 
begin before American Education 
Week. 

American Education Week is meant 
to acquaint the public with the actual 
work of the schools, their ideals, their 
achievements and thelr needs. That’s 
fine. 


But, American Education Week will 
not acquaint you with the actual work 
of the schools, with their ideals, their 
teachers, their methods and the points 
where you can cooperate in time 
enough for.you to know about the 
needs and the achievements of your 
own child. 

Do not wait to kick until the report 
card arrives. Do not wait to institute 
a “reform” after school has been open 
ten weeks. 

Join the crowd in celebrating Ameri- 
can Education Week? Surely!

p And, since business methods Have 

so Overpowered nicer customs, one 
would certainly not criticize the use of 
the typewriter on many occasions 
where, in older days, one would have 
condemned it. For any social note, or 
letter, or invitation, it is, of course, in- 
admissable. Formal invitations ate 
often engraved, but only when they 
ecme ftom a house where the enter- 
taining is constant. Formal invitations 
may quite well be written, just as the 
answers to formal invitations are. In- 


formal notes also myst be written. In- 
deed, social affairs in general are con- 
ducted, as you might say, by hand. 

So are personal affairs, between most 
well-bred people, although many now 
own their own small typewriters and 
transact business and intimate friend- 
ly or family correspondence in this way. 
The idéa back of it is this, I think: 
You might write to your sister or your 
best friend on your typewriter, but you 
would not answer a letter from a 
e@tra. ger, or even an acquaintance, ex- 
cept by hand. Handwriting indicates 
that you have taken a certain cere- 
monious trouble, which, under the con- 
ditions; it is more polite for you to 
take. 

Even in business the most confiden- 
tial letters should sometimes be writ- 
ten, in my opinion. I dislike the feel- 
ing that any one but my lawyer, or 
banker, or whoever may be communi- 
cating with me, is committing my most 
private affairs by dictation to some one 
else. Privacy, except when the type- 
writer is used as a pen by the author of 
the letter, went out when this useful 
machine came in. I can remember 
when my father’s firm would have 
stiffened into fits, every man of them, 
at the idea of a typewritten letter 
leaving their offices. Well, we do tmhore 
business now in the world, but I some- 
times wonder if we do it so much bet- 
ter when the results are taken into ac- 
count. I must say this for the type- 
writer, however, it is easy to take in at 
a glance a tetter that might be diffi- 
cult to decipher, and for that its name 
is to be biessed.

NE of the unsolved mysteries is 
e@ that which relates to growth 
Why does a plant, starting as a 
fertilized seed, proceed in an orderly 
way from one cell or two to hundreds? 
From cells all alike through a series 
of changes resulting in groups of cells 
adapted for special purposes? From 
small size to proportions orthodox for 
that plant? Through periods of rapid 
growth and of slow growth? Through 
stage of foliage and root, through flower. 
to seed, to death? Nobody knows. 
Why does the animal body follow sim- 
ilar schedule, modified as to details, but 
similar as to essentials? Why does the 
human animal obey the same law? 
What drives the processes of growth to 
follow a predetermined pattern, now 
hurrying, now moving slowly; now tend- 
ing to growth of boné, then to muscle: 
now to fat, then to lean; now height. 
a certain point? Nobody knows. Even 


the problem of “why life?” is nearer 
solution than that of “why growth”

McNair, 
who is better posted on this subject 
than any one else, is not strong for 
permanganate. He says a 5 per cent 
mixture of ferric chloride in equal 
parts glycerol and water is better. 

To wash off the poison immediately 
after the exposure to the vine, McNair 
advises washing. the skin with an al- 
coholic solution of lead acetate. He 
says that is better than yellow soap.

Georgetown will make its first bid 
for national recognition in meeting the 
Syracuse University Eleven at Syracuse, 
where Coach Lou Little had his squad 
quartered for practice yesterday. 

Maryland University engages in an 
important Southern Conference game at 
Norfolk, where the Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute Eleven, conqueror of Colgate, 
will be met. 

Catholic University holds the stage 
alone in Washington in meeting the St. 
John’s Eleven, of Brooklyn. 

Other games on foreign fields will 
find the George Washington Team bat- 
tiling Rutgers at New Brunswick, N. J., 
and Gallaudet engaging Albright at 
Myerstown, ‘Pa., in feature games on the 
schedules of both local elevens. 

The Georgetown Team familiarized 
itself with the Archibold Stadium at 
Syracuse yesterday with a brief but 
snappy workout, in which the forward 
pass defense and attack was stressed, 
and that the game will be fought 
largely in the air is a certainty. 


The game at Syracuse today will 
be the second meeting between the 
Orange and Georgetown teams on 
the gridiron. The Hilltoppers sprang 
into prominence last year with a 
13-7 victofy over Syracuse in a 
great battle.

| Publication Now “Would Be 
Disastrous,” Says Public 
Utilities Chairman. 


CHILDRESS ALONE GETS 
COPY OF WILSON OFFER: 


Says Citizens Will Have an 
Opportunity in November to 
Discuss Proposal. 


Harley P. Wilson's plan for merging 
the Washington traction companies will 
be studied in secret until about the 
latter part of November, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by John W. Chil- 
dress, chairman. of the Public Utilities 
Commission. Not until then, he said, 
will it be made public. 

Mr. Wilson, who is spokesman here 
for the North American Co., which has 


large holdings in both of the traction 
companies, left a copy of his plan with 
Chairman Childress yesterday after- 
noon, 

The document, 22 pages long, was 
marked “personal and confidential.” 
Mr. Childress said he would respect the 
confidential nature of the plan until 
the time came to make it public. 


Conferences Planned. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Childress said, he and 
Mr. Wilson will have several confer- 
ences, and possibly will make some 
changes in the plan. Mr. Wélson him- 
self realized, the chairman Said, that 
the plan probably would be far from 
perfect, and was anxious to have it put 
into such shape that it would win ap- 
proval. 

“Publication of the plan at this time 
would be disastrous,” Mr. Childress 
said. “The citizens associations prob- 
ably would raise a great hullabaloo over 
it. When the proper time comes we 
will call a public hearing and the citi- 
vens will have all the opportunity they 
desire to study and discuss the plan.” 

Of the members of the Public Utili- 
ties Commisison, only Chairman 
Chilafe: was given a copy of Wilson’s 
plan. Harrison Brand, the vice chair- 
man, and Ralph B. Flaherty, the peoples 
counsel, said they had not received 
copies. Nor had Col. William B. Ladue, 
the Engineer Commissioner. 


Merger Long Sought. 


For eight years efforts have been 
made to bring about a merger of the 
local traction companies in the hope 
that it would result in better service 
and possibly lower fares. Mr. Wilson 
began formulation of his plan. several 
months ago. He completed it last week 
and then went to New York to discuss 
it with other officials of the North 
American Co.. 

The North American Co., of which 
Mr. Wilson is a director, virtually con- 
trols the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. and is said to be in a position 
to gain control of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co. 


Builder Sues to Block. 
Foreclosure by Bank 


Winfield Preston, builder, of 1010 
Vermont avenue northwest, filed suit 
yesterday in Equity Court against the 
International Bank, Southern Build- 
ing, for an accounting and a restrain+ 
ing order to prevent foreclosure of 
about $60,000 worth of mortgage notes 
given by him as security for loans. 

Throug.2 Attorney Foster Wood, 
Preston says he has been borrowing 
about $70,009 a year for three years 
from the bank and has been charged 
a total of $37,800 interest on his loans, 
which he says is in excess of the legal 
rate.. It is contended by Preston that 
he is entitled to recover 25 per cent 
of the principal of the loan and all 
interest money paid by him because 
of the alleged illegal rate of interest 
charged him. He denies he owes the 
bank any money. According to his bill, 
the bank is demanding $55,000, less 
credits of $16,000. The motion for a 
temporary restraining order to prevent 
the foreclosure sale of the paper will 
come before the court Friday.

Coolidge in Jewel Box

CHARGES THAT HESot 
LOST TEMPER DROPPED 


Superintendent of Police and 
C. J. Brown Adjust 
Their Differences. 


REPORT IS SIDE-TRACKED 


The investigation of charges of “dis- 
courtesy and apparent loss of temper,” 
recently lodged against Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, superintendent of police, has 
been dropped, it was learned yesterday. 

C. J. Brown, 626 F street southwest, 
the man who preferred the charges, and 
Maj. Hesse got together a few days ago, 
it was learned, and after agreeing that 
the whole matter was a “tempest in a 
teapot,” amicably settled their dif- 
ferences, 

Brown, who is manager of the Wash- 
ington Boys’ Independent Band, filed 
his charges against Maj.

After Brown had filed his charges 
with the Commisioners Police Inspec- 
tor Louis J. Stoll was ordered to begin 
an investigation of the charges against 
his “boss,” being assigned to the in- 
vestigation by Hesse himself. 

According to ‘the usual routine, 
Stoll’s report would have been turned 
over to the Commissioners and they 
would have decided on what action to 
take. It was said yesterday that the 
Commissioners now have no desire to 
see the report. 


VENDERS’ PARKING 
PETITION 1S DENIED: 


Wagons at Government 
Buildings Refused. 


The District Commissioners yester- 


day declined to amend the police regu- 
lations so as to permit food venders to 
park their vehicles outside of Govern- 
ment buildings between the hours of 
11:30 and 1:30. 

The amendment had been requested 
by Attorney Robert Hardison, who rep- 


resented the food venders. He told 
the Commissioners that the sale of 
food at the curb during the lunch 
period would be a great benefit to the 
Government employes, especially those 
not in affluent circumstances.

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‘POSTGRADUATE COURSE 
PLANNED FOR SCHOOL 


| Donor ls Prominent Layman, 
| Whose Name Is Not 
| Made Public. 


The gift of a $250,000 building and 
the provision of an annual income of 
$50,000 a year for the College of 
Preachers of Washington Cathedral was 
announced by the Right Rev. James E, 
Freeman, Bishop of Washington, yester- 
day at the close of a three-day confer- 
ence of clergymen called to consider 
plans for the college. 

The donor, a prominent layman, has 
requested that his name be withheld 
from publication, Bishop Freeman said. 

The announcement of the gift fol- 
lows close upon the heels of the news 
that the cathedral has begun a nation- 
wide campaign for the immediate rais- 
ing of $6,800,000 need to complete the 
choir, crossing, north and south tran- 
septs and north porch. Heading this 
campaign are Gen. John J. Pershing, 
chairman of the national committee; 
former Senator George Wharton Pep- 
per, executive chairman, and Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon, 
treasurer, and notable men and women 
are associated with them in this religi- 
ous task. 

The College of Preachers, one of the 
associated institutions of Washingtoa 
Cathedral, the great Gothic edifice be- 
ing erected in the National Capital, 
was established three years ago under 
the direction of the Right Rev. Philip 
M. Rhinelander, former Bishop of 
Pennsylvania and canon of Washing- 
ton Cathedral, as warden. 


On Cathedral Grounds. 


The new building will be located just 
north of the cathedral itself and con- 
nected with the cathedral library, a 
memorial wing of which has been 
erected as the gift of Mrs. Violet Blair 
Janin in memory of her mother, Mary 
Jesup Blair. Plans prepared by Froh- 
man, Rojb & Little, the cathedral 
architects, are for a sturcture of col- 
legiate Gothic design to harmonize with 
the cathedral. 

In explanation of the work of the 
College of Preachers, Bishop Freeman 
said yesterday that it was not designed 
to compete'in any way with theological 
| Schools or seminaries, but as a post- 
| graduate school for men. already or- 
| dained in the ministry. The late Right 
Rev. Henry Yates Satterlee, first Bishop 
of Washington and one of the founders 
of the cathedral, had such an institu- 
tion in mind. It will be the first of its 
kind on this continent. 


Comment by Bishop. 


Speaking yesterday of the opportunity 
for service afforded by the gift, Bishop 
Freeman said: “Evangelism has always 
been one of the chief functions of a 
cathedral. The establishment of the 
College of Preachers on a basis of far- 
reaching service promises not only to 
add greatly to the development of the 
art of preaching, but to enable the 
church to fulfill much more effectively 
than in the past its duty of carrying 
the gospel message beyond the confines 
of parishes and congregations to the 
millions of people in this country who 
now stand outside any form of or- 
ganized Christianity. The College of 
Preachers should give the church in 
years to come a most important in- 
strument for the discharge of its 
evangelistic duty. 

“It has often been observed,” con- 
tinued the bishop, “that preachers are 
born, not made, and that our genera- 
tion has witnessed a decline in the im- 
portant office of the prophet. As a 
nation, we have greatly raised the 
standard of our diplomatic and consular 
services by giving men special graduate 
instructions both in our universities 
and elsewhere. If the church is to meet 
the new and complicated demands of 
the present age, the work of the 
seminaries must also be reinforced by 
institutions offering graduate ad- 
vantages to ordained ministers who 
show special ability or promise as 
preachers. In the College of Preachers 
such men will have opportunity to 
freshen and vitalize their work under 
tutelage ofy distinguished exponents of 
the preaching ministry. 


Approved in England. 


“The Archbishop of Canterbury and 
the Bishop of London, with whom I had 
opportunity to discuss such a college 
last summer, expressed profound inter- 
est and said the time had come when 
such an institution might prove of in- 
calculable value,” concluded the bishop.
